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1 . The proposed amendment raises new issues which would require further 
consideration and search. 

2. The metallic foil and backing material having apertures extending therethrough is 
a new issue. 

3. Applicant argues that the references do not suggest a blanket of oriented flakes 
with a radiant barrier. However, Hageman is using OSB which is known in the art to 
contain flakes or particles of wood, see applicant's specification page 12. Wentworth 
(col. 8, lines 58-68) discloses forming of flakes. 

4. The arguments to the aperture being through the backing material are new 
issues. 

5. Applicant argues that the problem solved by the claims of manufacturing the 
radiant barrier oriented stand board via an "in-line" method rather than "post press", 
saves labor costs associated with the additional machinery. However, the adhesive in 
Hageman is cured during pressing (col. 3, lines 29-30). Wentworth (col. 13, lines 1-17) 
presses with curing heat. Thus, the curing during pressing is known in both Hageman 
and Wentworth. Additionally, Wentworth (col. 12, lines 18-34) teaches that the addition 
of another layer (five layer) is the simple formation of the additional layers before the 
combined pressing; Wentworth does not teach after a pressing of three layers and then 
adding the additional layers and pressing again. Thus, the formation "in-line" is a known 
labor savings.
